Sign Agreement in 
Paris for Credits for Stabil- 
ization and Consolidation.

delay the $100.000,000 Rumanian 
loan, one-sixth of which is to be 
floated in the United States, was 
formally signed at the offices of the 
Bank of France at 5 o’clock this 
afternoon. Henri Chéron affixed his 
signature as the French Minister of 
Finance, and Michael Popovici signed 
as the Rumanian Minister of Fi- 
nance. 

Considerable importance, 
as well as economic, is attached to 
the issuance of the credit and 
the Rumanian Peasant government} 
which recently assumed power, has 
high hopes of re-establishing the 
nation among the financially and/| 
economically sound States of Europe. | 
/ It is assumed that the Rumanian} 
currency will be stabilized and that} 
other measures tending to the eco-! 
nomic consolidation of Rumania will! 
be carried out, 

Representatives of the American, 
British and other foreign banking | 
groups which are to participate in| 
the operation also attended today’s | 
ceremony. Some details remain to! 
be settled before the loan becomes a| 
fact, and the Rumanian Finance Min-| 
ister returned to Bucharest tonight | 
to see a series of legalizing measures | 
through the Parliament and to ar-| 
range the final aspects of the loan | 
with international bankers. } 

The exact amount of the loan has 
not yet been fixed, the minimum be- 
ing .$72,000,000 and the maximum | 
$102,000,000, although it is quite like-| 
ly Rumania. will use the full credit | 
before her.economic plans are car- 
ried through. The details, such as 
the rate of interest, remain to be 
worked out. 

The French have agreed to absorb 
$22,500,000 and subscriptions will open 
on the morning of Feb, 11. It is pre- 
sumed offerings will be made in Lon- 
don, New York and other financing 
centres about the same time. The/! 
American syndicate is headed by 
Blair & Co. 2 oF 

Just before leaving M. Popovici re- | 
ceived the press representatives and 
emphasized how vital the loan is to 
Rumania. He said the nation was 
about to emerge from the struggles 
and difficulties of the post-war pe- 
riod and that this year’s deficit of 
4,000,000 lei (about $772,000)—due to 
bad crops and the general .govern- 
mental reorganization incidental to | 
the new régime—would be overcome | 
in a short time. — : 
In diplomatic circles the position of | 
Rumania is regarded as having} 
greatly improved since the accession | 
to power of the Peasants’ party. Con- 
fidence in the nation—without which 
a nation can do but little in the way | 
of financial and economic recovery— | 
is returning in world credit centres | 
and the recent initiation of negotia-| 
tions for a circular Polish-Ru- 
manian-Soviet peace pact has add- 
ed to this feeling of hopefulness.

The American group participating | 
in the Rumanian loan is headed by 
Blair & Co., Inc.; the Chase Secu- | 
rities Corporation, and Dillon, Read | 
& Co. 

About $30,000,000 of the loan will 
be taken by the Swedish Match 
Company. The balance will be of- 
fered in the United States by the 
above houses and in Europe by a 
group including the following:

France; Hambros Bank and Lazard 
Brothers, England; Niederoeste- 
reichische Escompte Gesellschaft, 
Austria; Banque de Bruxelles, Bel- 
gium; Zivnostenska Bank, Czecho- 
slovakia; Discounto Gesellschaft and 
Deutsche Bank, Germany; Mendels- | 
sohn & Co. and Nederlandsche Han-

The Rumanian loan represents the} 
first large stabilization undertaking 
of its kind since an international | 
loan of $70,000,000 was floated in be- | 
half of Poland in the Autumn of| 
1927. Italy officially stabilized her | 
finances in December, 1927, but that 
was done with the support of inter- | 
national banking credits instead of 
a bond issue. Last Spring France| 
returned to the gold standard, but| 
made the move without the asaget- | 
ance either of loans or credits. 
_ The Rumanian move is the latest | 
in a world-wide trend toward finan- 
cial stabilization that has been in| 
progress in recent years and that/| 
has now placed practically all of | 
Europe on the gold basis. Greece 
is expected shortly to complete an 
international loan for similar pur- 
poses and Spain is expected to take 
action at a later date. American 
financial cooperation has. been given 
in practically ail the stabilization | 
programs adopted abroad. 

The loan is guaranteed by the net} 
profits of the tobacco, match, salt 
and powder monopolies to the extent | 
of double the amount required for 
interest and sinking fund ¢harges. | 
The present profits of these monopo- | 
lies are four times these charges. | 
The monopolies have been’ ceded to 
an autonomous organization which | 
will handle the loan payments. The 
entire loan will be guaranteed uncon- | 
ditionally by the Rumanian Govern- 
ment. 

The Swedish Match Company, 
which has made loans to govern- 
ments in many parts of the world, 
including one of $45,000,009 to 
France, with which a French loan in 
the United States was refunded, fig- | 
ures largely in the Rumanian situa- 
tion. The match company receives a 
monopoly for thirty years in Ru-|} 
mania in return for a $30,000,000 loan 
at 7 per cent. The match company | 
guarantees to pay portions of the 
gross receipts of its Rumanian mo-| 
nopoly toward the charges on the| 
international loan It also under-| 
takes to subscribe to 20 per cent of | 
future Rumanian loans up to a pro- | 
posed limit of $300,000,000, keeping | 
its holdings intact for two years. 

It is understood that 40 per cent of 
the total loan will be used for stabili- 
zation purposes and the balance for} 
public works, including $35,000,000 | 
for railroads.

Starting with the explosion of a 
gas main in the cellar of 50 Bush- 
wick Avenue, Brooklyn, at noon yes- 
terday fire swept three adjoining 
frame houses, and with its 
widened by fire subsequent 
sions wrought heavy damage to two 
buildings across the street. 

Dense smoke and the reverberation 
of the exploding mains caused great 
excitement in the thickly-populated 
vicinity. In St. Catherine’s Hospital 
two blocks away, patients were quiet- 
ed by nurses who went through the 
wards as soon as the first explosion 
was heard. Two families were 
driven from 50 Bushwick Avenue by 
the first blast. The other detona- 
tions followed in quick succession in 
52, 54 and 56, driving terrorized ten- 
ants to the street. Barely had they 
reached the opposite sidewalks when 
two gas mains exploded _ there, 
wrecking the cellar of a chain 
grocery store at 45 and a bakery 
at 39. 

Captain Hugo Wunsche of the Her- 
bert Street Station was walking 
through Bushwick Avenue when the 
first main exploded. While he tele- 

oned for reserves and ambulances 

trolmen Thomas Quinn and Vyil- 
Ham Smith ran into the burning 
building. Quinn found Mr. and Mrs. 
Frank Simimle ready to jump from 
their top floor windows. Their seven 
small children were huddled in one 
corner of the room. Quinn led the 
entire family to the roof and brought 
them safely down the stairs of 52 
They reached the street just as the 
main in that cellar exploded. Mak- 
ing sure that Humbert Di Nova and 
Mrs. Margaret Boyle, the only ter 
ants in that house, had escape d, 
Quinn ran into 54, where the fire 
had spread.

The text of the association’s pro- | 
posed amendment, which would | 
amend Section 26, Article 3, of the| 
State Constitution, follows: 


There shall be in each county, 
except in any county wholly in- 
cluded in a city, a Board of Super- 
visors, to be composed of such 
members and elected in such man- 
ner as is or may be provided by 

‘jaw. The Legislature may provide 
by law for forms of government 
for the counties of Westchester 
and Nassau, or either, subject to 
adoption and approval by the elec- 
tors of any such county at a gen- 
eral election in an odd numbered 
year. Such form of government 
shall deal with all the property, 
affairs, functions and management 
of the county, and no additional 
offices, elective officers, commis- 
sions or departments shall there- 
after be established except by 
amendment thereto. 

Any form of government may in- 
clude the transfer to the county or 
to county officers of any function 
now exercised by towns or town of- 
ficers, village or village officers, 
and city or city officers. 

Such forms of government may 
not be changed, amended or modi- 
fied except by referendum to the 
electors of the county as therein 
provided, except on message from 
the Governor that an emergency 
exists and the enncurrent action 
of two-thirds of each house of the 
Legislature. 

If under such form of govern- 
ment the Board of Supervisors be 
abolished, the powers and duties 
of the Board of Supervisors, as 
prescribed by the Constitution, or 
by statute, if not provided for by 
any such form of government, 
shall devolve upon the governing 
elective body in such county. In 
a city which includes an entire 
county, or two or more entire 
counties, the powers and duties of 
a Board of Supervisors may be 
devolved upon the Municipal As- 
sembly, Common Council, Board 
of Aldermen or other legislative 
body of the city. 

If the Westall amendment is passed 
by the present Legislature it will be | 
placed on the ballot this Fall. The| 
association is opposing it on the| 
ground that it is ambiguously worded | 
and that it would permit the Legis- 
lature to modify or amend the new 
form of government after its adop- 
tion.

“This is my message:

That is why I am writing this.

The Coming of the Yanks. 


The Admiral led me over to the 


starboard side and pointed to where, 
dimly discernible against the smoke- 
pall with which they had smudged 
the otherwise immaculate south- 
eastern heavens, but still unmistak- 
able, was a file of great ships driving 
hard to push up to their appointed 
station It was the ‘‘Yanks,’’ the 
Sixth Battle Squadron, under Ad- 
miral Hugh Rodman, flying his flag 
from the New York, which went to 
sea with the Grand Fleet on this oc- 
casion for the first time. 

“Some of them have come a long 
way,’ Admiral Sturdee said with a 
twinkle in his steady gray eye, ‘‘but 
we're all the gladder to have them 
here As for the others,’’ he went 
on, going back to the port side, 
“we're almost at the extreme right 
of our present formation, and until 
the sun licks up a bit more of the 
mist you will not be able to see 
more than half way across the battle 
fleet, to say nothing of the battle 
cruisers and all the other craft that 


are out today. It’s far from being a

EIN ‘STEIN EXPLAINS 

The TIMES presents today in its spe- 
cial feature section a notable contribu- 
tion.

HUYGENS and LORENTZ, the Dutchmen, 
and HERTZ, GAUSS and RIEMANN, the 
Germans—that at last, as Professor EIN- 
STEIN has appraised the results, it has 
been possible to reach the unity of which 
the Greek dreamed. It is as if some 
mechanism had been set to work, equipped 
with a vision to look into infinity, and 
had transcended the wisdom of its finite 
creator. What it has caught sight of in 
its calculations is of 
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tenets of gravitation and 
tricity being one 
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which, amid many obstacles and hard- 
ships, he was striving toward. For his 
spirit was broad. He was a nationalist 
when few Southern men had the heart to 
be, in a cruel and ruinous time. It is by 
the best of his poetry that he will be 
best remembered. After a period of neg-

Quantitatively the 
competition is rarely severe, but only a 
few sales below the prevailing price of 
a commodity may serve to lower 
demoralize the market.

Strawberry. brought out by scien- 

tists. Some of these 
new-fangled kinds of light will produce a 
fine coat of tan, cure various ailments 
keep children free from rickets, or cause 
annoyance to house cats. In France they 
have been used to make strawberries 
grow apace and ripen ahead of their sea- 
son. 

At a meeting of the Academy of 
Sciences members were served with elec- 
trically ripened strawberries to show the 
possibility of forcing the growth of plants 
by artificial light. Two research workers 
reported that in this way the berries had 
been ripened in forty days instead of the 
eighty days required for sun ripening. 
The experiment, however, was expensive, 
for the cost was $5 a berry. 

Strawberries in January, a month of 
snow and sleet, seem a luxury that is 
bound to be expensive. Sut the New 
York market offers berries at 39 cents a 
box, and plenty of them, from our South- 
ern States. In this case rapid transpor- 
tation is just as efficient as electricity in 
rushing fruits to the market.

SIDNEY LANIER. 

Today, the eighty-third anniversary of 
SIDNEY LAN UER's birth, at Macon, a bust 
by GUTZON BORGLUM, said to be worthy 
of the sculptor and the subject. will be 
unveiled in the Washington Memorial 
Library. Another bust will soon be set 
up in San Antonio, where LANIER, whose 
earliest and life-long love was music.

It is, therefore, my best guess that 
agriculture is where it is today be- 
cause of indebtedness and long-term 
bond isssues. This condition could 
not have resulted if the true valua- 
tion had been made by the State tax 
office. It is the valuation placed by 
the assessors and confirmed by the 
State which makes the bonds salable. 
Then when the Highway Department 
or the Education Department finds 
that the money is not available in 
these small local units, those local 
units would have to be enlarged. 

In the matter of schools, the Al- 
bany office dictates all the conditions 
and defines the educational policy of 


the State. Then if the Tax Depart- 
| ment shows a sufficient valuation of 


taxable property in that school dis- 
trict, the whole machinery is set in 
motion and conformity is forced un- 
der penalty of being cut off from the 
educational system. The local asses- 
sors have little to do with establish- 
ing values. The Albany office de- 
termines just what the true value is. 
It holds that the earning power or 
rental value of country property 
is not a factor in determining the 
value, but that it is a very important 
factor with city property. 

With this last year’s valuations 
within the county—with the greatest 
number of tax sales and abandoned 
farms that was ever known—the 
Board of Supervisors increased the 
valuations in most of the townships. 
Both the supervisors and the asses- 
sors know that values are not in- 
creasing, but the Albany office seems 
to think it would look better and the 
local officers would rather be right 
at. Albany. 

We believe that the Governor is 
making an honest effort to get at 
the truth. We sincerely hope that he 
will MANSON L. SMITH.

Stands on Its Rights. 


Tt is all very characteristic of Bos- 
ton. In no city is unification of 
public sentiment more difficult to 
obtain. In none are more numerous 


or more various plans offered every 
time a public improvement is pro- 
posed. Beacon Street may or may 
not be right in its position on this 
basin project, but the street is fully 
aware of its rights and has no in- 
tention to allow them to lapse merely 
for lack of protest. 

The beauty of the basin compares 
most favorably with that of the most 
noted of all such municipal water 

arks, the Alster Basin of Hamburg. 

Svery visitor to Boston sees the 
basin. It is one of the sights 
Handsome by day, beautiful at night, 
it yet lacks the one touch that should 
complete its attractiveness. It is 
atrangely empty. Boats are few. 
People appear in occasional groups 
rather than in throngs upon the 
esplanade. The Boston basin is 
wider than the Alster, but it is far 
from being so much used as is the 
Hamburg water park. 

The basin today falls far short of 
the intent of many who advocated 
its creation, among them the late 
James J. Storrow, long accepted as 
the first citizen of Boston, whose 
widow now offers an outright gift of 
$1,000,000 to be used solely for the 
beautification and improvement of 
that body of water and its banks in 
¢onunection with legislative appropri- 
ations to the same end, the work to 
be done in the development of a 
comprehensive plan. It is such a 
plan now offered by the special com- 
mission which is under brisk debate. 
The General Court expressly in- 
structed the commission to consider 
how to make the besin ‘‘more safe, 
suitable and attractive for recreation 

and civic welfare purposes.’’ The 
commission found it easy to inter- 

pret the word ‘‘recreation,’’ but the 
term ‘‘civic welfare’’ was deemed 
broad enough to justify plans for 
maximum development for ‘‘park, 
parkway and street purposes.’’ The 
resulting report contemplates a most 
importent contribution to the solu-

What the commission proposes in 
brief is that the river banks be used, 
as in most large cities, for main 
traffic arteries, and an ingenious

with the other nor sacrificing any- 
thing to enable the other to function. 
Swimming pools, boat landings, play- 
grounds, landscape gardening are 
all in the scheme, and, what is one 
of the main topics of debate today, 
rapid transit for motor cars is to be 
supplied by a sunken roadway 
through which drivers may whirl 
right in to the Hub without any 
bother with intersecting streets or 
grade crossings. This means that

come to think of it, why should this 
not be the case? Professional re- 
porter to the world at large—and, 
in this instance, to the Orient—a 
most alluring prospect! And a jour- 
ney undertaken in this way is likely 
to produce better descriptive re- 
sults than the amateur can arrive 
at, as professional photography is 
usually superior, other things being 
equal, to amateur photography 
The professional perceives, as the 
casual manipulator of the shutter 
does not, the possibilities for effec- 
tive composition, and in conse- 
quence he gets a more effective re- 
sult. In other words, he is a more 
successful reporter; he knows what 
he wants and he plays it up. Sim- 
larly, Mrs. Benson knows before- 
hand what she wants, she goes at 
her work with definite results in 
mind, and she secures these re- 
sults. ‘‘Worlds Within Worlds” is 
an excellent job of travel 
ing. 

Mrs. Benson's book is 
neither on the calendar nor 
map; Christmas may follow cherry 
blossoms, and Japan come between 
Russia and China. “Worlds Within 
Worlds” is not a travelogue: it is 
a kaleidoscope giving a multitude 
of momentarily vivid pictures.

HE title of Richardson 

Wright's article, ‘‘Husbands 

in Interior Decoration,’’ in 

the February House and 
Garden, might lead one to believe 
that husbands are at last going to 
be permitted to have something to 
say about this important subject. 
But a careful reading of the article 
shows this belief to be ill-founded. 
The author recognizes the unavoid- 
able conflict that arises between 
husband and wife when the house 
is to be decorated, but his only 
solution of the difficulty is this: 


It should be made a rule in 
every household that, when the 
idea of furnishing and decorating 
is broached, either the husband or 
the wife should acquire the latest 
steamship catalogues and rail- 
way folders and plan a trip some- 
where. During the arduous proc- 
ess of selecting furniture, ma- 
terials and such and battling 
with paperhangers, painters, 
carpet layers and curtain drapers, 
either one or the other should be 
blissfully at a distance. Either 
the husband should take the 
trip and accept without cavil or 
protest those things his wife 
selects; or the wife should take 
the trip and thereafter hold her 
peace or, in subtle, diplomatic 
and unseen ways, correct the 
mistakes her husband made. 

Lacking the ability or the de- 
sire for such separation, one 
room should be assigned to the 
husband as his very own, to fur- 
nish and decorate as he pleases. 
There he may have the enormous 
chairs that are his idea of com- 
fort. On the walls he may hang 
the picture of himself in running- 
trunks’ when he was in college 
and the faded photograph of the 
historic baseball team that, in his 
collegiate day, trimmed Yale 27 
to 0. There he may keep his 

olf things and his guns and his 
ishing tackle without respect to 
color schemes, contours or period 
perfection. There he may be a 
bull in a china shop—and an ex- 
pensive bull he will be, for most 
men, given a bit of leeway with 
the things they think they’d like 
about them, spend money with 
the prodigality of sailors on shore 
leave. Perhaps it would be wiser 
to reserve the furnishings of the 
husband's room to the last, lest 
the rest of the house feel the 
pinch of purse. 


There you are. If the wife does 
the decorating, that ends it; but if 
the husband does it, his wife cor- 
rects his mistakes As for that 
mythical room which Is to be all 
his own, there will be no money 
left to spend on it. Besides, al- 
though the author does not men- 
tion it, that room will be furnished 
with the stuff that is not wanted 
in the other rooms. Our sugges 
tion is to let the husband decorate 
the cellar Covering the steam 
pipes with asbestos, for example, 
is a job that seems to call for the 
masculine touch.

OUR HUMAN 
WIND VANE 


F all the queer jobs in the 

world probably none is 

stranger than that of official 

weather vane. Imagine hav- 
ing a position at a fair salary with 
nothing to do but to tell in which 
direction the wind is blowing—or 
likely to blow! This job exists at 
the Weather Bureau of the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
dn Washington, and it is a busy 
one, for numbers of people all over 
the country write in to find out in 
what direction the wind is coming 
from! 

The inquirers are not humorists, 
professional or otherwise, who have 
nothing else to do and want to stir 
up a little annoyance and excite- 
ment. They are people with serious 
interests in life. Tne maxim that 
it is an il] wind that blows nobody 
any good has in a measure been 
adopted by the human wind-indica- 
tor at the nation’s capital. It is his | 
business to find out if any air dis- | 
turbance, variously known as a| 
zephyr, a gale or just plain wind, | 
is going to work any one any harm. 
Those especially interested in de- 
termining air currents have specific 
objects in view, such as to find out 
the prevailing direction of a wind | 
in a certain locality in which a glue | 
factory or a garbage disposal plant | 
has been or will be established. Of- | 
ficials of a city government, <4 


heads of a manufacturing plant, 
real estate dealers or mere house- 


holders may all be interested in de- | 
termining the prevailing direction 
of winds in a given region. It is a | 
climatological point which must be | 
investigated and determined upon. | 
Who is better fitted to report on 
the knotty problem than the weath- 
er man at Washington? 
And so the party interested sits | 
down and writes a letter. The let- | 
ter goes to the Weather Bureau and | 
the human weather vane gets to/| 
work. It becomes his business to | 
find out and report on all the ac- 
tions of the suspected and, maybe, | 
guilty air current. In other words, | 
it is his business to know from 
which quarter of the earth a wind | 
is likely to emerge and how often | 
it may do so within a specified | 
time. Of course, if it is a no-ac- | 
count, shifty, unstable wind, or one | 
that is likely to blow from all quar- 
ters at once, why, he is supposed | 
to know that, too. Anything is wel- | 
come to the inquirer if it sheds | 
light on the kind of wind he or} 
she is interested in. This sought- |

If there were many Italian 
citizens residing here, Mussolini 
might experience some embarrass- 
ment in transferring this land to the 
suzerainty of the Holy See, for he, 
like his predecessors, has officially 
promised that not a single Italian 
citizen shall be ceded to the Tem- 
poral Power. But since the few 
Italian citizens here resident will 
doubtless be willing to transfer 
their legal residence elsewhere, no 
political difficulty of this sort is 
likely to arise. 


Although the proposed domain 
lies far outside the ancient confines 
of the Roman Urbs, it is crammed 
with the records of the past. The 
Janiculum Hill, save in the stra- 
tegic sense, had, indeed, little value 
to the League of Villages which 
made up primitive Rome, and the 
hill was too distant to be perma- 
nently manned as a defensive out- 
post.

Not every interior may be able to 
use an over-door decoration, but in 
almost any room that has a fire- 
place a decorative painting may 
effectively be placed on the chim- 
ney breast. To achieve the best 
decorative results, however, is no 
easy task, because there are the 
three viewpoints to be considered— 
that of the painter, that of the 
architect who designs the fireplace 
and that of the interior decorator. 
The exhibition of over-mantel dec- 
orations combined with fireplaces, 
at the Arden Galleries, shows some 
of these interesting relationships. 
It was an intriguing problem that 


was presented to the architects of | 


the fireplaces. The Arden Gallery 
asked that each design be a setting 
for a certain decoration. Striking 
in its sophisticated elegance is the 
mantel provided by Bradley Dele- 
hanty for a portrait decoration in 
pink and silver by his sister, Fran- 
ces Delehanty. , 

Framing the picture and covering | 
the entire chimney breast is a panel- 
ing of wocd painted a putty white. 
Fluted molding from base to ceil- 
ing provides long, slender forms at 
either side, while the mantel shelf 
itself is supported by a column of 
delicately reeded molding that 
frames the sides of the fireplace | 
opening.

Georgiana Brown Harbeson. On a} 
silver fabric background the artist | 
has depicted a humming bird hover- | 
ing above fiowers. This is done in 
a highly stylized manner that would | 
fit in with the modern mode as well 
as with other sophisticated periods, | 
such as eighteenth-century Vene- 
tian. The green painted paneling | 
of the fireplace, which was de- 
signed by E. Clarence Dean, is or- 
namented with strips of V-shaped 
molding gilded on one side and sil- 
vered on the other. The black and 
gold marble shelf is supported by 
silver metal brackets. Green, silver 
reddish gold and black go to form 
the color note of this fireplace 

Another over-mantel decoration by 
Frances Delehanty depicts in faded 
rose tints a scene from ‘‘Pinafore."’ 
Its setting by Richard A. Dana Jr 
does not approach closer than 
three-quarters of a century to the 
present time.

Facts, 
Three Actors 


NE of the most convincing pas- 
tels in ‘‘Serena Blandish,’’ Mr. 
Behrman’s new comedy atthe 
Morosco, is that which Henry 

Daniell draws of the languid Lord 

Ivor Cream, the astonishingly fa- 

tigued young nobleman who has ded- 

feated himself to ennui. Since he 
has been generally applauded for his 
exercises in lassitude, it may not be 
amiss to say something of this Mr. 

Daniell who, six weeks ago, was in 

“The Play’s the Thing’’ in London 

with Gerald du Maurier, and hss 

now bearded Equity in its lions’ den. 

Daniell was born in London and is 

the only one of his line identified 

with the theatre. His family on 
both sides is littered with physicians 
and surgeons. He was educated at 

St. Paul’s in London and at Gres- 

ham’s, Holt, in Norfolk, and aside 

from a few regrettable flourishes 
in amateur productions was not seen 

on a stage until he appeared in a 

Play called “‘Ann,’”’ in an English 
Asbury Park. A London stage first 

felt his tread when he walked on 
as an understudy in ‘‘Kismet’’ with 

Oscar Asche as the oracular mendi- 
cant. 

His first rea] part was that in Mae- 
terlinck’s ‘“‘“Monna Vanna.” This 
opened in London on a memorable 
date, Aug. 4, 1914. Daniell was in 
uniform a few months later, to re- 
main so until he was invalided out 
im 1916, when he resumed his hastily 
abandoned trade. 

The next two years he was seen 
at the Haymarket in, believe it or 
not, “Fish Pingle,’’ “‘Mr. Jubilee 
Drax,” “‘The Widow's Might’ and 
“General Post.” This last was a 
substantial hit in the British capital, 
running for a full year, and was an 
immediate and shocking failure 
when presented here. The theme of 
the play was the pranks played by 
the military on English civil life, 
quirks which frequently made 4 
gardener a colonel and a duke a pri- 
vate. There it was deemed tragical- 
ly funny; here, plausible and consis- 
tent. 

‘The Bird of Paradise,’’ Mr. Tully’s 
Hawaiian “Squaw Man,”’ which 
strewed our highways with property 
lava year after year, was presented 
is London in 1919 and Mr. Daniell 
engaged in a little beachcombing at

I don't 
see why the workmen who are least 
concerned with the artistry, experi- 
mentation and future of the theatre 
should control the entire industry 
completely. Stage-hands, operators 
and musicians are substituted at a 
moment's notice, after their prede- 
cessors have rehearsed with the 
show. Can you imagine the chagrin 
of the producer when he finds that 
his lights are wrong, or his scenery 
has fouled because’ inexperienced 
men have been substituted for the 
ones who have rehearsed? Yet this 
is allowed and widely practiced un- 
der union rules

The same condition exists with 
musicians. Any musician who wishes 
a vacation or who has a job for the 
evening which pays him better than 
his theatre job may put in a substi- 
tute whose ability is doubtful 
who, even if he is capable, does not 
know the music of the performance 
in the orchestra of which he is to 
play. The union tells us that if we 
do not want a man to substitute we 
must pay him a substantial amount 
over the union scale. In other 
words, bribe him to do his regular 
job

Radical Changes in House Built in 1816 


HE Neapolitans’ disappoint- 
ment over the tardy opening | 
of their opera season this year | 
is compensated for by their| 
pride in their new modernized opera | 


past six months alterations have been 
in progress upon the historic Teatro | 
San Carlo, aiming to bring this thea- 
tre up to the technical standard of

shorn of its famous crystal chande- 
lier that dazzled the Neapolitans| 
with its myriad lights but obstructed 
the view of the stage from a num-} 
ber of the boxes. The natives reluc- 
tantly resigned themselves to the 
loss of this relic of Bourbon splen- 
dor, without even the consolation 
of finding it in the Museo di San|! 
Martino, where so many proud relics 
of old Naples have been laid away to 
a dignified rest. 


The present renovation is thor- 


|oughgoing, and the habitués are 


congratulating themselves now that 
it has come so late as to permit the| 
San Carlo to have an entirely mod- 
ern equipment, thus restoring pres-| 


| tige to this theatre of illustrious tra-| 
| ditions. Some Neapolitans are even 


hoping other European cities will 
envy them their San Carlo, which 
to them now seems the finest in the 
| world. 
| oun 
| As already reported, the main 
items consist in the raising of the 
roofs and ceilings of both stage and 
auditorium, and the installation of 
the latest mechanical and electric- 
lighting devices. The top of the 
stage was formerly so low that the 
drops had to remain suspended half- 
way up. The height has now been 
increased from twenty-five to thirty 
meters, permitting proper manipu- 
lation of the scenery. The stage will 
further be widened five meters with 
the elimination of the two huge lat- 
eral pillars which had limited ite: 
width to sixty feet and had consti- 
tuted an obstacle to elaborate scenic 
productions. Its dimensions are now 
twenty-two meters in depth and thir- 
ty-five in width, with a fire curtain 
eighteen meters across and a pano- 
ramic surface of about 650 square 
meters. 
It was greatly feared that by rais- 
ing the top of the stage the acoustics 


of the house would suffer. Since! 


these are traditionally perfect, the 
committee in charge of alterations 
did not feel warranted in proceeding 
until a group of experts had rendered 
a favorable opinion. It is reported 


that the authorities and competent) 


persons in close touch with the work 
assure that the acoustics have, in 
fact, remained unimpaired. Thus 
another local pride remains safe. 


There is a curious detail in connec- 
tion with this much-bruited and 
long-postponed renovation which is 
not lacking in sensational charac- 
ter. It develops that the old San 
Carlo was actually in a perilous con- 
dition. This was not realized by any 
one, it seems, until last year. The 
restoration has in all probability 
meant nothing less than the salva- 
tion of the house, and with it a good- 
ly portion of its habitueés, who were 
in constant danger of being crushed 
some evening by the crumbling roof, 
which had not been repaired since 
its corstruction in 1816 following the 
fire that devastated the theatre in 
that year. Not only had it not been 
repaired, but for a whole century it 
had not even been inspected, though 
it would have been an easy matter 
to notice the serious ravages of time 
in the decrepit old wooden beams 
}and rafters exposed in the attic be- 
| tween the roof and the ceiling of the 
| auditorium, all the more in that this 
attic had long served as the labora- 
tory of the theatre’s scene painters. 


| No doubt it wouid be an absurdity 
to expect that the care-free artists of 
those romantic days, dreaming of 
their ‘‘bella Napole,’’ their spark- 
ling Posillipo wine and succulent 
‘‘schpacchettate’’ or steaming spa- 
ghetti feeds, should have thought in 
terms of seel girders, reinforced 
concrete and Manhattan skylines. 
But with the more restless spirit, the 
nationalistic (and personal and local) 
ambition and the practical and re- 
formatory attitude of mind animat- 
ing the Fascisti, 1t came to pass that 
the old structure was thoroughly 
looked over when the question of the 
renovation was brought by the pres- 
ent political authorities to an active 
stage. Some Neapolitans say it must 
have been by inspiration of San Gen- 
naro, the miracle-working patron 
saint who liquefies the blood in the 
holy chalice every year and who has 
preserved Naples from so many dire 
misfortunes, that the idea came ta 
that Fascist engineer to inspect the 
conditions of the San Carlo roof. 
In any event, the results of the 
inspection were little less than hair- 





raising. The old beams were wort? 
eaten and the iron supporting chains 


were rusted (where they were not 


altogether lacking) to such a degree 
that they crumbled into dust at a 
mere squeeze of the fist. Through 
the corrugated iron roofing you could 
poke your fingers, it was so rotten, 


|It was an absolute miracle that it 
| had not collapsed, carrying down the 


ceiling with it in the crash. If that ’ 
had happened during a full house, 
experts say it would have been one 
of the most appalling catastrophes 
in theatrical history, since the struc- 
ture supporting the tier of boxes iz 
too fragile to carry any additional 
stress, and the entire building would 
have crumbled, and the adjoining 
royal palace would also have suf- 
fered. 


Needless to say, these weaknesses 
are being remedied in the present 
restoration. All wooden building ma- 
terial has been abandoned in favor 
of reinforced concrete. The same 
technical criteria are being employed 


| as those used in the remodernization 


of the stage of La Scala Opera sev 
eral years ago. The form and struc 
ture of the auditorium itself has not 
undergone any change. The ceiling 
remains at the same height and wil 
bear the familiar fresco designed by 
Antonio Niccolini and executed by 
Giuseppe Cammarano, which depicts 
Apollo presenting to Minerva the 
leading Greek, Latin and Italian 
poets. 


The most conspicuous external fea- 
ture of the improvements is the new 
attic of the facade, which, together 
with the roof, is being raised several 
meters and will be in the form of a 
level terrace, instead of sloping, as 
at present. Certainly the wooden 
cupola of the old front was an 
esthetic eyesore. 

Another problem still remains to be 
solved before the San Carlo may be 
considered completely remodernized. 
That is the question of a foyer, in 
which this theatre is lacking. It will 
be recalled that the rooms originally 
intended as such have long been 
occupied by the so-called ‘‘Casino 
dell Unione,’’ an aristocratic club 
established after the fall of the Bour- 
bons for the purpose of converting 
the Parthenopean patricians to the 
cause of Italian unity. It is nowa 
half-century since this purpose has 
been achieved, and in the meantime 
the Neapolitan nobility has become 
|firmly entrenched in its privilege. 
| The “Casino” is in fact considered 
|by them an indispensable institution 
|in the social life of the city, by which 
| they mean the life of Naples’s ‘‘Four 
| Hundred.” 

But their patriotism is again being 
|appealed to, even though it means 
the loss of their beloved and exclu- 
|sive rendezvous. The Duke of Boe 
!vino, their president, fortunately 
| happens to be at the same time @ 
high official of the San Carlo cor- 
poration board, and if his influence 
and the scare that the foyer is indis- 
pensable as a fire-escape do not 
prove to be sufficient inducements, 
it is likely that Fascist methods of 
‘‘strong’’ persuasion, or the threat of 
immediate dispossession, will be re- 
sorted to in the interest of city and 
State, as was done at La Scala in 
dealing with the recalcitrant box- 
owners of Milan. And this is not 
the least interesting feature of the 


renovation. /

Breaking down of old academic bar- 
riers has permitted a flood of fresh 
expression to reanimate the art 
world. Many experiments were tried 
after the break with Impressionism. 
The war years were full of turmoil 
and uncertainty. Then came world 
peace and an era of great interna- 
tional distrust. But by degrees as- 
surance revived, and ‘‘something 
new began to prepare itself in the 
consciousness of the _ intellectual 
man.’’ And in Germany a virtual re- 
birth of the art spirit occurred. Says 
Professor Kuhn: 

“Germany was exhausted by the 
excesses of spiritual ecstasy. The 
fires of passion, burnt to ashes, con- 
tinued to leap restlessly here and 
there. Many felt that they had given 
out their best power, and all that 
they had done away with a technique 
which had endured for centuries. 
Once again the fact was recognized 
that expression is nothing without 
form.

Dress of various types 
is more distinct and individual than 
ever, and each type is now repre- 
sented, not in single dresses, but in 
complete sets as to style, fabric, de- 
sign and color. Sports ensembles in 
particular are now being. shown. 
The name does not define precisely 
the sort of costume any longer, 
although fashion has decreed that 
the sports suit is now worn only for 
sports activities, general outings, or 
mornings in town or country. The 
softer, semi-sports suit and ensemble 
is suitable for all-day wear, though 
even it is no longer considered smart 
for every time of day. 

There is the cloth ensemble, the 
ensemble of silk, crépe, satin or 
moire and the costume in which two 
materials in the same colors, and 
often the same pattern, are com- 
bined. This latter is a triumph of 
artistic creation which was intro- 
duced with the synthetic fabrics of 
last season, when taffeta and voile 
printed with identical patterns were 
combined. That vogue this season 
has swept the field of fashion. 

In dress for actual sports events 
and general outing wear the light- 
weight woolens are used, in models 
that are more or less tailored. In 
these the bodices, whether separate 
or a part of the frock. are invariably 
made of a thinner material, crépe, 
georgette, voile or satin, the skirt 
and coat being of wool. When the 
bodice or overblouse is made of a 
different shade or color from that of 
the rest, this shade or color is used 
for the coat lining. This is especial- 
ly practical and attractive when the 
fabric is crépe, satin or any of the 
soft silks 

Among the colors used in the sports 
ensembles for Spring are both the 
serviceable ones, the quiet browns, 
greens, blues, and the lighter tans 
and beige, and the colors that are 
considered more ‘“‘dressy.’” An en- 
gaging ensemble comes in black and 
white, which is considered to be 
fashionable for every type of dress 

A one-piece frock of sheer black 
and white wool is made to be worn 
over black toile ciré—or varnished 
silk—which itself makes an appear- 
ance in a pleated, fan-shaped panel 
at one side and a polished line 
around the bottom.

HE world will appear gaffer dur-

mode, these new and cheerful prints 
should give the wearer a cheery feel- 
‘ing, particularly as the colors are 
much more intriguing and the de- 
signs more exotic than those of last 
year.

Orient Contributes Largely to Number of 
Foreign Students Here

MERICA today attracts many 
students from abroad. Ac- 


cording to a recent check-up 
it was disclosed that no fewer 
10,000 from 120 nations are 
found on the American campus. The 
majority are enrolled in

In 1921 there were 532 from 


Japan; in 1927 there were 619. China

Not only have students from the 
Orient grown in number, but also 
students from European centres that 
once held the spotlight of educa- 
tional progress. In the late ‘80s 


Germany was foremost. It was the 
ambition of American scholars to 
round their training in a German 
university. Today, more German 
students seek the American campus 
than Americans seek the German. 
We find that while forty-nine Ger- 
man students came to the United 
States in 1921, there are today more 
than 180 studying here. This does not 
include the large number of work 
students in American factories and 
plants. 


Similar tendénctes are noticeable 
among other European searchers 
after knowledge. Within the last six 
years Polish students increased from 
38 to 73, Norwegian students from 26 
to 34, Dutch students from 34 to 42, 
Finnish students from 9 to 13, Estho 
nian students from 3 to 16, Belgian 
students from 25 to 40. Russian stu- 


dents reached their peak in 1926, 
when 515 were enrolled in Amer‘can 
colleges. 

Great Britain, with its great his- 


toric seats of learning, is sending an 
increasing number of her young men 
and women to the United States. Six 
years ago there were 138 British stu- 
dents; today there are 229. Irish 
students numbered 20, today 46; Scot- 
tish students 29, today 54. 
Propinquity has no doubt influenced 
the growth in numbers of Canadian 
students from 516 to 984 within the 
British colonies which 
to Ox-

ford and London for educational 
guidance are now sending some of 
their sons and daughters to America 
There are 121 students from the 
British West Indies, as compared to 
72 in 1921; 37 from Australia, as com- 
pared to 23 in 1921, and 9 from Cey- 
lon, as compared to 1 six years ago.

An explanation is the striking dis- 
parity in the number of fellowships 
offered in the United States to stu- 
dents from Latin America as com- 
pared with the number offered to 
those from Europe and the Orient 
While there are some 200 special fel- 
lowships for other students, only a 
handful are ‘now offered to Latin 
Americans 

It must be noted, however, that the 
number of students from Latin 
America is increasing after a sharp 
decrease Mexico. for instance, had 
244 students in 1921 While this 
number decreased to 198 two years 
later, it steadily rose to 211 in 1927 

An example of what is being done 
to stimulate closer intellectual con- 
tact is the experiment of ‘Interna 
tionalism in Education”’ inaugurated 
three years ago at Pomona College 
Arrangements were made with the 
National Univer y of Mexico where 
by each institution sent two students 
to the Summer school of the other 
institution The 1928 Summer ses 
sion at Pomona had Mexican teach 
ers representing the States of So- 
nora, Sinaloa, Nayarit, Jalisco and 
the Territory of Baja California 

Liberal arts and engineering lead 
in popularity among foreign stu- 
dents.

Liége has arranged a program 
worthy of its ancient history. During 
the six months’ exhibition there will 
be a series of conferences on scien- 
tific subjects, while the show itself 
will be highly scientific and instruc- 
tive, say the organizers. To encour- | 
age this aspect of the exhibition, re- 
duced rates for space are being given 
to exhibitors who show machines in 
motion and demonstrate industrial 
processes, while stalls that are mere- 
ly advertisements of some product or 
the other will not be encouraged to 
render the exhibition unbeautiful by 
their signs. 

Liége has taken the opportunity of 
the centenary and the exhibition for 
putting in hand several little bits of 
repairs. A bridge, demolished in 
1914, to obstruct the German ad- 
vanee, is being rebuilt; two new 
bridges, across the Meuse, are also 
being constructed. A huge barrage 
above Liege is being made which will 
render the sluices in the city useless.

This committee has been asked to 
dispose of what is perhaps the most 
important international problem in 
the world today. It is the problem of 
fixing a total sum which Germany 
should pay to the Allies * final set- 
tlement of the damages arising out 
of the World War and of determin- 
ing the method by which these sums 
should be paid. 
To understand how this problem 
has come into existence, one must 
turn back to the triumphant days of 
Versailles. In June, 1919, Germany 
affixed her signature to one of the 
longest treaties in history; and in 
this treaty she admitted that she 
and her allies were responsible for 
all the damage and loss caused by 
the World War. The Allies admitted, 
however, that Germany could not 
possibly compensate them for the 
total cost of the World War, simply 
because this cost represented such a 
colossag figure. They, therefore, 
agreed in the treaty that Germany’s 
liability should be limited to repara- 
tion for damage done to civilians of 
allied countries, including pensions. 


It is one thing to lay down a prin- 

ciple, but it is a much more dif. 
ficult thing to convert a principle 
into mathematical figures. Nobody at 
the Paris Peace Conference actually 
knew the extent of damage done in 
the World War; nobody knew 
whether it was humanly possible for 
Germany to pay such a sum if it 
could be calculated. The allied repre- 
sentatives, therefore, followed a fa- 
vorite expedient of diplomacy—they 
postponed the decision of these ques- 
tions until a later date. The Treaty 
of Versailles established a reparation 
commission, composed of representa- 
Uves only of the Allies and the United 
States, which was authorized to fix 
the total amount owed by Germany 
by May, 1921. Meanwhile, Germany 
would be obliged to advance to the 
Allies 20,000,000,000 gold marks on 
account. In other words, Germany 
Was obliged to sign a blank check 
in favor of the Allies, and to pay any 
sums which the Reparation Commis- 
Sion should later demand. 


Early Attempts at Settlement.

The position of Great Britain is 
still that laid down in the famous 
Balfour note of 1922, namely, that the 
British Government will demand 
from Germany a sum large enough 
to meet its debt to the United States. 

Technically, the committee meeting 
at Paris next week will merely con- 
sider the reparation problem. But, as 
the above statements show, the lead- 
ing allied governments all will de 
mand a sum from Germany large 
enough to meet their debts to the 
United States. In addition, France 
and Belgium will ask an indemnity 
to cover reconstruction. 


Debts to America. 

The United States has entered into 
debt agreements with these various 
countries in which they promise to 
repay the capital sum originally bor- 
rowed from the United States over 
a period of sixty-two years. It is 
estimated, moreover, that during the 
period of maximum debt payments 
the Allies will be obliged to pay the 
equivalent of 67 per cent of what 
they now receive from Germany to 
the United States. In fixing Ger- 
many’s total obligations, the experts 
committee will necessarily have to 
bear in mind that the Allies must 
make payments to the United States.

Scope Is World Wide. 


These charities begin but do not/ 
end at home.

Several other foundations 
are international in their outlook and 
activities. Mr. Hoover’s Commission

The amounts which these institu- 
tions disburse, though large enough | 
in themselves, are relatively small in 
the ocean of national charity.

In this country we can call the 
foundations almost a new thing be- 
cause most of ours have arisen in 
the twentieth century and differ 
greatly from their forerunners. By 
way of contrast between the present 
and the past we may glance at one 
or two instances of earlier endow- 
ments. 

Early American Philanthropies. 

Benjamin Franklin, dying in 1790, 
left two sums of £1,000 each to the 


cities of Philadelphia and Boston, to 
be lent at interest to young married 
artisans who wished to advance them- 
selves in the world. At the end of 
100 years the money, which Franklin | 
thought would then amount to £131,- 


000, was to be spent in part on public 
works and in part left to accumulate 
for another century. There are rec- 
ords of funds for redeeming sailors 
held for ransom by the Barbary 
pirates and for grubstaking immi- 
grants bound west in covered wag- 
ons. 

The oldest existing American foun- 
dation, properly so-called, is the 
White-Williams, originally called the 
Magdalen Society, founded in 1800 to 
maintain a home ‘‘for unhappy 
females who * * * are desirous of 
returning to a life of rectitude.”” This 
foundation is now scientifically en- 
gaged in a study of children’s prob- 
lexis in the public schools. The next 
oldest fund of importance was the 
Peabody Education trust, organized 
in 1867 for the education of ‘‘the 
young of the more destitute portion 
of the Southern and Southwestern 


States of our Union,’’ and dissolved 


in 1914.

They are statistics, however, which 
spell a great change in American life 
if all their implications are followed 
out. 


Recent Endowments. 
The John Simon Guggenheim 


Foundation, founded in 1925, has at- 
tracted attention by its scholarships 
for “aiding without distinction on 
account of race, color or creed, schol- 
ars, scientists and artists of either 
sex.’ Mr. Milton S. Hershey's gift 
of $40,000,000 to establish an indus- 
trial home and school at Hershey, 
Pa., has caused his trustees some 
puzzled moments, but it will doubt- 
less be set to work in due time. The 
Kresge Foundation, created in 1924, 


is studying a program upon which to 
expend the income from its $22,500,- 
000 endowment. 

There have been sorie notable gifts 
within the last two or three years— 
the Buhl Memorial Foundation of

000,000; George G. Booth is devoting

Foundations exist for almost every 
imaginable purpose, and also under 


manity. There are, existing or pro- 
posed, foundations for the blind, for 
crippled children, for exchange of 
international scholarships, for 
world peace, for research of all 
kinds, for social hygiene, for better 
motion pictures, ‘‘to promote public 
welfare by teaching the value of 
cleanliness,’’ to ‘‘reconcile the con- 
flict between science and religion,”’ 
to investigate psychic phenomena, to 
study the construction and operation 
of hotels, and to study means of 
preventing and curing a number of 
diseases, including tuberculosis, can- 
cer, sleeping sickness and common 
colds. 

The purposes of the larger foun 
dations have usually been broad in 
their scope, though in later years 
they have tended, as Frederick P 
Keppel, president of the Carnegie 
Corporation puts it, to bunch their 
hits. The Carnegie Corporation was 
chartered ‘‘to promote the advance- 
ment and diffusion of knowledge

Reasons for Specializing. 


There are reasons for specializing, 
as every foyndation executive knows. | 
A charitable fund is overwhelmed | 
with requests from every conceivable | 
source and from all known varieties | 
of human beings who are not shut 
up in jails or insane asylums. The 
cranks are eliminated with compara- 
tive ease, and so are the crooks, but 
this leaves a great many worthy

make charitable gifts to individuals,

Community Trust Problems. 


The problems of the community 


trusts are similar to those of the 
great foundations, though usually 
they act on a more limited scale 
and give more directly. A commu- 
nity trust is really a device for mak- 
ing..donations more scientifically 
than the ordinary citizen can make 
them. It rolls up gifts big and little. 


usually without strings tied to them. 
and expends them where they will 
do the most good 

The first and best-known of the 
community trusts is the Cleveland 
Foundation, established in 1914. It 
is no longer the largest, however, 
for it has been passed by New York, 
with a present total of nearly $7,000,- 
000, Boston with nearly $5,000,000, 
and Chicago, with about $4,000,000. 
Cleveland has $2,208,000, Indian- 
apolis $1,868,000, and Winnipeg $1,- 
207,000, 

It takes some time for community 
trusts to get started and begin dis- 
tributions, but their number is in- 
creasing. Last year the total sum 
expended by all the community 
trusts in the country was only 
$618,673—small change, as American 
charity goes. However, there is no 
apparent limit to the growth of the 
idea. In time gifts to the community 
trusts are likely to take the place of 
many of the donations which are 
generously* but not always wisely 
made for particular purposes. The 
overhead is less when many dona- 


tions are lumped together; the dollar 


goes further and does more work. 


Ten or fifteen years ago, when 
foundations were less well under- 
Stood, there were Ir ¢ fears in 
some quarters that they would in 
some mysterious fashion menace the 
public welfare.

Proposed Wing for the American Museum Is Designed With 
Unique Features—To House the Great Whitney

F the Board of Estimate matches 
the gift of $750,000 made by 
Harry Payne Whitney, a new 
member will be added to the 
growing family of buildings flanking 
Central Park between West Seventy- 
seventh and West Eighty-first 
Streets. In it will be housed the 
most exotic collection of the Ameri- 
can -Museum of Natural History, 
bringing to New York the romance 
and beauty of the tropical islands of 
the Southern Pacific 
Eight years ago Mr. Whitney's 
imagination was fired by tales of the 
undiscovered wonders of the South 
Sea Islands. Travelers had brought 
back strange accounts of the vivid 
beauty of the fauna and the flora of 
islands where air was mellow and 
sunlight warm. But scientific rec- 
ords were not proportionate to the 
richness of the fields, and the speci- 
mens that had reached the Northern 
world told only a part of the story. 
With these facts in mind, Mr 
Whitney financed an expedition to 
the South Sea Islands.

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STORMS OFTEN CHANGE 
THE FACE OF HISTORY 


They Have Shattered Invading Fleets, Added Terrors to 
War and Compelled Peace While Some Induced the Start 
And Development of Weather Forecasting 


By CHARLES FITZHUGH TALMAN 
O comprehensive history of 
storms has ever been written. 
There are, to be sure, several 
statistical records of the 
gtorms of particular regions, extend- 
ing over decades or even centuries, 
and there are many works of a gen- 
eral character dealing with the vari- 
ous types of storm; but there is no 
gingle book to which one may turn 
for information about all the storms, 
ancient and modern, that may be re- 
garded as ‘historic’ in the sense 
that, after the lapse of years, thev 
still form the subject of occasional 
literary allusion, scientific discussion 
er popular inquiry. A ‘‘Who's Who 
Among the Storms’’ is a needed addi- 
tion to literature 
Such a work would set forth, for 
example. the known facts about the 
tempest that shattered the creat fleet 
assembled by Xerxes for the inva- 
sion of Greece Herodotus has left 


a history of

antiquity. No survey of medieval 
storms would be complete without an 
account of the one that is said to

The Wreck of the Armada. 

The gales that strewed the wrecks 
of half the Spanish Armada on the 
Irish and Scottish coasts in 1588 be- 
long to history; but little is known 
about them meteorologically, while 
the historical facts concerning them 
have, until recently, been much dis- 
torted. It appears now to be settled 
that the unseaworthiness of the 
ships and the amazing incompetence 
of their navigators had much more 
to do than stress of weather with 
the disasters that befell them. so 
that the gales in question may have 
been no worse than the average At- 
lantic storm 
The earliest storm in the world’s 
history of which we possess today a 
ircumstantial knowledge was that 
known as the ‘‘Great Storm’’ of No- 
vember, 1703. or sometimes a De 
foe’s Storm,’’ because the author of 
“Robinson Crusoe’’ wrote a book 
about it It was one of the few 
known examples of a widespread cy- 
clonic storm far outside the tropics 
attended by winds comparable in 
force to those of tropical hurricanes. 
This storm wrecked hundreds of 
houses and thousands of trees, killed 
123 people on land and injured many 
more Upward of 8,000 seamen 
perished. including some 1,500 men 
of the Royal Navy. The first Eddy-

The small 
British frigate Eurydice, serving 
as a training ship and homeward 
bound from the West Indies, was off 
Ventnor, Isle of Wight, running with 
all sails set before a moderate west- 
rly wind. Almost without warning 
she was struck by a furious squall 
Before sail could be shortened she 
heeled over, water poured into her 
open ports, and she sank with all 
hands, except two seamen, who were 
rescued by a passing vessel. 

The squall lasted only a few min- 
utes, and subsequent investigations 
showed that it was a narrow strip 
of stormy weather about 400 miles 
long and only two or three miles in 
breadth, which advanced, broadside 
on, over the British Isles.

Race-track betting in Britain has 
always been done between individu- 
als. There is an old story to the 
effect that an early form of pari- 
mutuel was once set up at Newmar- 
ket, where a well-known sporting peer 
became so angry at the sight of it 
that he wrecked it, and the experi- 
ment has never been tried again 

The basis of British betting has 
always been that the bookmaker 
fixes the odds and the backer never 
knows what is going on. Whether 
the backer will as readily take to 
betting with a machine that auto- 
matically and instantaneously tells 
him everything that is going on re- 
mains to be seen. Other backers 
have, and probably the British back- 
er will. He may in time come to 
prefer the machine, for it will never 
refuse a bet, it will usually give 
him better odds than the bookmaker 
does, and it will never jump the 
fence and run away when the favor- 
ite wins. No doubt in the end the 
“tote” will rule and the handful of 
licensed bookmakers who survive 
will have to offer ‘‘tote’’ odds. 


The bookmakers, however, are re- 
minding the public of some disad- 
vantages of the ‘‘tote.’”’ At the an- 
nual meeting of the Northern Book- 
makers and Backers’ Association a 
speaker gave instances where the 
bookmakers gave better odds on 
winners than the ‘‘tote’’ would have 
given, and pointed out that it was 
possible to back a winner with the 
“tote” and yet lose money. The 
“tote” itself, it was pointed out, 
never loses. A vote taken at the 
Doncaster races showed 95 per cent 
of the bettors against the ‘‘tote”’ sys- 
tem. 


An Australian Invention. 


There is at present only one ‘‘tote’’ 
machine on any race track in Europe, 
and that, the largest which has even 
been constructed, has been recently 
installed at Longchamps, near Paris. 
There is a small machine in a Lon- 
don sporting club, known as the pool 
and not as the ‘‘tote,’’ but it is for 
members’ use only. 

The machine is an Australian in- 

vention and is manufactured at Syd- 
ney, the first to go into use having 
been installed at Auckland, New 
Zealand, in 1913. It is used all over 
Australia except in Victoria, where 
its use has not been legalized. In 
South Australia and throughout New 
Zealand it has a betting monoply at 
the tracks, but elsewhere bookmak- 
ers operate alongside it. Its use has 
spread to Ceylon and India, and has 
just been legalized in the Irish Free 
State. It is more elaborate than 
the mechanical pari-mutuel which is 
used in the United States, although 
it makes no change in the pari- 
mutuel principle, according to which 
all the money staked on a race is 
pooled, fixed percentages are de- 
ducted for taxes, &c., and the bal- 
ance is divided pro rata among the 
backers of the winning and ‘‘placed”’ 
horses. 


The American method, as it is un- 


m €erstood here, employs a number of 


small machines which are brought 
together in the same pool. It is said 
to be mechanical up to a point, but 
not to be worked by electricity. 
The “‘tote’’ is an electrically oper- 
ated cash register and calculating 
machine, which brings together in 
one pool bets made at scores or even 
hundreds of ticket machines and cal- 
culates the dividends so quickly that 
paying out begins five minutes after 
the ‘‘off’’ has been signaled and bet- 
ting has stopped. This is an obvious 
improvement over the hand-worked 
pari-mutuel as used in France. in 
which an army of clerks has to col- 
lect the bets from all the scores or 
even hundreds of betting offices 
around the track and add up all the 
win and ‘‘place’’ bets on each of the 
dozen or so horses, with the result 
that after a big race the dividends 
are not known sometimes for as long 
as half an hour 
by electricity. the ‘‘tote’”’ enables the 
jucge to stop the whole mechanism 
by throwing over a switch in his box 
when the “‘off’’ is given, and thus to

A Bet Registered. 


If, for example, It is $1, then a $10

If the indicator shows winning | 
betting, ‘‘place’’ betting is shown on} 
another indicator. The central ma-| 
chine can add up and indicate bets | 
at a speed up to 250,000 units a min-| 
ute and in enormous numbers. A 
‘tote’? with eight-figure drums will | 
register up to 99,999,999. At Rand- 
wick track, which possesses the larg- 
est machine in Australia, 300,000 bets 


have been registered in a single after- | 


noon, involving a total of £120,000.

All this is done electrically and au- 
tomatically. 
window to make his bet. The ticket 
machine at the window is set by the 
operator for the backer’s horse and 
stake. It prints the ticket with the 
number of units of the stake, the 
number of the horse, the number of 
the race, the name of the club, the 
date of the meeting and a symbol 
which indicates the issuing machine. 
The tickets are cut off a roll of blank 
paper, the color of which is changed 
for every race. The machine auto- 
matically registers its sales for each 
race, so that the money which the 
operator turns in can be checked 
against the registered sales. 

At the same time that the ticket 
machine produces its ticket it regis- 
ters the number of unit stakes and 
the number of the horse by an elec- 
tric impulse at the central calcula- 
ting machine which automatically in- 
creases the numbers on the indica- 
tors. As soon as the “‘off’’ is sig- 
naled a button is pressed and the 
whole apparatus locks. As soon as 
|}the winner has been declared, an- 
|other button is pressed and the whole

The betting act of 1853 
makes it illegal to carry on betting 
at any ‘‘house” or ‘‘place”’ with ‘‘per- | 
sons resorting thereto.” This act} 
makes it necessary for a bookmaker | 
to keep moving about in the ring lest 
he become a “‘place.”” He can put} 
his card in his hat if he wants to, 
but a recent suit over betting on dog 
races has made it plain that if he| 
puts his sign on a post in the ground | 
he becomes a ‘‘place.’’ In practice 
he moves very little, for if he is an| 
honest bookmaker you always know 
where to find him after a race, but 
the great thing is that he must not 
be fixed in one spot or he becomes 
a “‘place.”’ 








A New Race Course Law. 
The ‘‘tote,’’ however, is a machine 
much heavier than any bookmaker 


with all the racing interests in the

Vinnie Ream Went Daily to the White House to Model the 
President at His Desk—He Impressed Her as a 


Man of Unfathomable Sorrow 


By JOHN FRANCIS STEELE. 


N the Rotunda of the Capitol at 
Washington 
Lincoln, the work of Vinnie 
Ream, a girl sculptor, but 22 at 
the time. Not only was she a pioneer 
among American women sculptors, | 
but she is said to have been the only 
person to model Lincoln from life. 
Vinnie Ream’s life reads like fic-| 
tion. Born in 1847 in Wisconsin, | 
she amused herself in her teens by 
sketching in her own crude way the| 
Indians and others at the lonely, | 
wind-swept settlement. Of art as 
such she was relatively ignorant, but 
one day an old Italian saw her draw-| 
ings and, recognizing the spark of 
genius behind the effort, encouraged 
her. 


Surmounting many difficulties, she 
went to Washington to study art, ob- 
taining. a position as a copyist in the 
Postoffice Department at $600 a year. 
Her father’s health was failing rap- 
idly and there were family burdens 
to assume. There was, moreover, 
much prejudice then against women | 
holding positions of any kind outside 
the home. But the girl’s courage} 
and naive charm won her a place in 
the hearts of many people. Her sin-/| 
cerity, determination and the warmth 
which seemed to characterize her 
nature made friendships for her 
which lasted until her death in 1914.

Early Observations. 

The first attempt in the United

The majority of meteorological sta- 
tions throughout the world are main- 
tained chiefly or solely for the pur-| 
poses of statistical climatology. In| 
nearly every country, however, a cer- 
tain number of stations perform the 
additional function of reporting the 
results of their observations regu-| 
larly by telegraph or radio to central | 
institutions for use in the preparation | 
of weather forecasts and storm warn- 
ings. The data thus assembled are 
interchanged by means of radio 
broadcasts among the different coun- 
tries in accordance with plans evolved 
since the World War by the Inter- 
national Commission for Synoptic 
Weather Information. Many of these 
broadcasts include reports of upper- 
air winds as observed by means of 
pilot balloons and shipboard 
weather reports from various parts

HE new Welland Canal is near- | 
ing completion, marking an-| 
other feat in engineering, as | 
well as the fourth attempt to 
place a navigable link between Lake 
Ontario and Lake Erie. The first 
canal was begun in 1824 and finished 
in 1829. Previous to its construction 
all freight had to be transported 
overland from Queenston on the 
Niagara River to Chippewa Creek. 
The first canal was routed by way 
of the Twelve-Mile Creek from Port 
Dalhousie on Lake Ontario to Port

The general layout of the landing 
area and the location and arrange- 
ment of buildings should be deter- 
mined first.

Excepting only special legislation 
applying to common carriers, the 
first automobile security law was 
etonted by the State of Connecticut 
on Jan. 1, 1926, amendments to it be- 
coming effective July 1, 1927. This 
law empowers the > in loraerte of 
Motor Vehicles to require any 
person convicted of, or who evades 
or avoids prosecution for, violation of 
any of certain specified provisions 
of the motor vehicle law to furnish 
proof of financial responsibility to 
satisfy any claim for injuries to an 
individual to the extent of $5,000, or 
to more than one person to the ex- 
tent of $10,000, and to indemnify for 
damage done to property to the ex- 
tent of $1,000. It is discretionary 
with the commissioner to require 
similar proof of financial responsi- 
bility for each qar owned by the per- 
son who has come under the pro- 
visions of the law. Such proof may 
consist of a certificate of liability in- 
surance or a surety bond or a deposit 
of money or collateral. In case an 
insurance policy is used, it cannot be 
canceled excepting after ten days’ 
notice to the commissioner. 


The Connecticut Law. 


Among the provisions of this act 
is one ene the commissioner to 
furnish insurance bonding compa- 
nies the motor car operating records 
of the person subject to the act and 
to furnish injured persons with 
information of the proof of financial 
responsibility which has been filed. 
The Connecticut act has worked out 
very well and has imposed no hard- 
or restrictions on any one who 
has not violated the law. In Con- 
necticut in 1927, 7.898 were held 
guilty of negligence or violation of 
traffic regulations and were requ! red 
to and did file security, 7,874 in the 
form of insurance policies. Another 
2.080, had their driving privileges

In 1927, the 
first year of the law, there were 
fewer cars registered and there were 
698 fatalities and 32,922 injuries. 

The Massachusetts Law. 

The law does not attempt to reach 
operators who are not owners, with 
the result that there are as many 
reckless drivers as in the days be- 
fore this law was enacted. The law 
has failed in purpose, politics 
has entered into its administration. 
a Commissioner of Insurance re- 
signed his office because of political 
pressure brought to bear to prevent 
his filing new increased rates which 
were found necessary because of the 
immense losses, and the whole mat- 
ter of the rates is now in the courts.

A Possible Solution.
